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INTRODUCTION. 


THE many attempts which have been made to 
improve ſhort writing, ſhow how ſenfible the pub- 
lick is of its uſefulneſs ; not only for taking down 
ſpeeches, trials, ſermons, &c. as they are A 
ed or ſpoken, but alſo for common placing, tran 
ſcribing, &c. any thing that may be neceſſary: as 
by this art, as much may be wrote in one hour, 
and in one page, as could otherwiſe be done in 
ſix hours, and in ſix pages. 

Had the many writers upon this art, which have 
of late appeared, adopted and improved the la- 
bours of their predeceſſors, inſtead of forming 
ſchemes of their own, entirely new (but for the moſt 
part without -any other merit) we might by this 
time have had ſomething of real worth upon ſhort - 
writing. But inſtead of this, every author has in- 
vented a ſcheme of his own, many of which dif- 
cover an entire ignorance of the true principles, 
upon which ſhort hand ought to be founded. 
Some have introduced characters for the vowels, 


and invented a method, not more expeditious than 
A 2 
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common writing, but much more troubleſome. 


Others have either entirely rejected the vowels, 
or placed points about the letters to expreſs them, 


Ke. when they occur in the middle of a word: the 


firſt, muſt occaſion very great confuſion in the 


| reading, as there are many words, particularly mo- 
noſyllables, that will be wholly unintelligible with- 


out the vowels. The ſecond muſt be very tedious, 
as it. requires ſometime to conſider where to place 
the dot, and though characters thus written, have 
the appearance of being very ſhort, yet the time ta- 
ken in writing them is longer than their appearance 
wauld ſuggeſt it to be. Some again, have endea- 
youred to recommend their method, upon this 


"account; that they uſe no more characters than the 


letters of the alphabet, which are indeed ſoon learn- 
ed, but for very little uſe, except words are after- 
wards contracted in ſuch a manner, as to render 
the reading very difficult. For inſtance, the let- 
ters p and r joined together muſt ſtand for all theſe 
prepoſitions or ſyllables, par, per, pre, pri, por, 
pur, pro, pru, any one vill ſee the difficulty which 
this muſt occaſion in reading what is written at 
any diſtance of time.

We may then affirm that an alphabet will be good 
for very little, unleſs it is properly appticd, and like - 
wiſe affiſted with other ſhort characters for prepo- 
ſitions and terminations, and all theſe characters 
muſt be fitted for being formed, joined, and read, 
eaſily and ſpeedily. | 
There are but eight fimple characters in nature, 
theſe are the 4, n, t, m, c, d, kh, I, in our alpha- 
bet, and if we ſhould endeavour to increaſe them 
beyond that number, it muſt be done, by altering 
their poſition a little or by increaſiag or diminiſh- 
ing their ſize; confuſion will be the immediate con- 
3 of the firſt, as theſe exact poſitions of the 
ſame character lying at ſo many angles, cannot be 
keept when you are following a ſpeaker, and though 
we have made ſome uſe of the latter method, and 
increaſed ſome characters to twice their ordinary 
ſize, yet this, if it had been extended to all the let 
ters would not only have deprived us of the uſe of 
the firſt ſhortning rule, but would alſo be as bur. 
denſome to the memory, and not ſo plain in read- 
ing as diſtinct characters.

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There muſt therefore be ſome other characters 
invented for the remaining letters, beſides theſe eight 
ſimple marks.
